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“THE TIME is coming in this country when trees 
will be as scarce as diamonds unless immediate steps 
are taken to preserve our forests.” This was the dark 
picture painted in an address by Secretary of Agricul 
ture Wilson at the twenty-eighth annual meeting of 
the American Forestry Association held at Washing 
ton, D. C., on January 13. The secretary declared 
that our forests’ growth is getting scarcer and scarcer 
every dav and that we are using three times as much 
wood as we are growing. “Do not let us sit down and 
make faces at Congress,” continued the secretary, 
“because that body has not vet seen fit to provide for 
the Appalachian and White Mountain forest reserves. 
We must not depend too much upon Congress. What 
we want is a reforestation of the country at the rate 


of about 125,000 acres each year.”

has furnished some advice to British 
Hints to exporters, which he reviews. 
Exporters. (wo self-evident points raised by the 
British consul that are generally over- 
looked by exporters are peculiarly applicable to many 
American firms, ane of which follows: 
Don’t expect trade to result from sending t ( S t 
i catalogue witl glis es Swedish purchasers d 
not come to the consulate to studv then ales give orders t 
persons who call on them, speak their language, and qu 


prices for delivery in Stockholm in terms of measurement 
currency with which they are familiar 


It is positively of no advantage to send catalogues 
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with prices in American money and to quote the goods 
f. o. b. at a railway terminal in New York. Amer- 
ican consuls have emphasized this fact for more than 
a decade again and again and with practically little 
result. In the United Kingdom the purchaser seldom 
gives an order after consulting a catalogue. He is 
even less apt to give it when he has to translate 
American money into English money. ‘It is preju- 
dicial to a sale for a price to be quoted delivered at 
New York, for the purchaser is then put to the trouble 
of calling up a shipping agent and finding what it 
will cost to deliver the goods in his town. 

When prices are quoted delivered in England and 
in English money, the possible English purchaser may 
be interested, but he will not even then be interested 
one-tenth as much as he would be if he received a 
personal call and had prices for the goods quoted de- 
livered in England, with the usual British discount 
for cash. This point is the mort important when it is 
remembered that wherever he can the British pur- 
chaser buys British-made goods, and instead of being 
prejudiced in favor of an article because it is of for- 
eign manufacture he is actually prejudiced against 
it. The name “American” really carries no additional 
weight in England, but if anything it is a handicap. 

The British consul also says: 

Don't expect to find first-class, reliable, energetic, honest 
agents, thoroughly versed in your trade and with good busi- 
ness connections waiting in Stockholm on the chance of your 
wishing to employ them, and willing to travel the country at 
their own expense, provided that you pay them a commission 
on orders secured. Such agents are not waiting unemployed 
in Stockholm... You must spend money to make money. 

The foregoing is absolutely true as to England. A 
number of agents, both American and English, anx- 
ious to sell American goods, have written, at Consul 
Halstead’s suggestion, to American manufacturers in 
regard to agencies for American goods. Almost in- 
variably they found that the American manufacturer 
expected the agent not only to pay for the goods f. 0. 
b. New York, but to pay his own expenses in intro- 
ducing them, and to be satisfied with comparatively a 
small percentage. The agent properly expects the 
American manufacturer to take some of the chance of 
introducing those goods and pay some of the ex- 
penses. He is not willing, if he is a good agent and 
a capable salesman, to buy the goods on pure specula- 
tion. Many an opportunity to introduce American 
goods in England has to Consul Halstead’s knowl- 
edge been lost because, when the agent has written 
for information, he has been discouraged by the in- 
ability or unwillingness of the American manufac- 
turer to do his part toward introducing his wares 
there. This is not only discouraging to the American 
agent, but equally so to the consul, who is endeavor- 
ing to promote his country’s trade. 

The British consul also mentions that British post- 
age stamps on an addressed envelope are of no use 
for replies posted in Sweden. The same is equally 
true of American postage stamps inclosed in a letter 
for a reply. The American manufacturer who wishes 
to correspond in England or anywhere abroad, and to 
be assured of an answer, can do so by purchasing an 
international reply postage stamp. This point should 


not be overlooked. 
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These points are a reiteration of what has been 
often said in reply to letters of inquiry received from 
manufacturers. There seems, however, to be evidence 
that American manufacturers are not profiting much 
by the experience of American consular officers and 
their advice based thereon. Many of them seem to 
think they can enter a foreign market in a hap-hazard 
fashion, are ambitious for foreign trade in times when 
the home-market demand is not active, and overlook 
foreign trade when the home demand consumes all 
their energies. It would therefore seem that reitera- 
tion is desirable, and that it cannot be stated too often 
that unscientific methods of entering a foreign mar- 
ket are decidedly harmful to the manufacturer who 
employs them, and also to the general interests of 
American foreign trade,

never learned a trade. In a recent discussion before 
the National Society for the Promotion of Industrial 
Education, Mr. Thomas Speed Mosby, Pardon Attor- 
ney to the Governor of Missouri, said: 

“The latest bulletin from Washington indicates that 
juvenile crime is on the increase. We are now expend- 
ing more money for public prisons, prosecutions and 
police, than we are for public education. Widespread 
youthful criminalism is, in and of itself, a confession 
of educational failure. A personal study of some 3,000 
criminals has convinced me that the radical defect in 
the vast majority of the criminal population is their 
utter lack of industrial training. By far the greater 
number of crimes committed are crimes against prop- 
erty. Most criminals are thieves; men, for the most 
part, who try to get a living dishonestly because they 
have not learned to get it honestly. They steal, who 
have not learned to work. 

“We are able to estimate the direct cost of crime; 
but who can estimate the terrible cost of that wide- 
spread industrial inefficiency which could be so easily 
remedied by youthful training in manual, agricultural 
and trade processes? I would not decry the belles- 
lettres. I believe in the humanities. I revere the 
classics and would by no means exclude them from 
the curricula of our schools and colleges. But may 
we not blend the practical with the ideal? 

“An hour’s hand work a day in every school room 
in the land, running through all the grades from the 
kindergarten to and including the high school, would 
give to every man, woman and child of the rising gen- 
eration at least the rudiments of an honest, useful and 
profitable occupation ; would give to all who wanted it 
a trade, and would make of the next generation of 
Americans the most productive and the most indus- 
trially efficient race the world has ever seen. Is it 
worth the experiment? I think it is. No rich man’s 
son would be poorer, while every poor man’s son 
would be incalculably richer, with the knowledge that 
this hour. would give. The cost of school equipment 
would, of course, be great; but it would be small in 
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comparison with the benefits to be derived. And I 
believe that every criminologist will agree with me 
when I say that for every dollar so expended, two 
dollars will be saved in the lessened cost of crime.” 

There is no doubt whatever but that the plan sug- 
gested by Mr. Mosby would go a long way toward the 
minimizing of crime. But apart from this laudable 
object is the thought that it should be the duty of 
every country to make each of its citizens an effective 
economic unit. The trade school is the means to ac- 
complish this—definite, practical trade schools to train 
youths into definite, skilled workers. The Society for 
the Promotion of Industrial Education is doing much 
to accomplish this, and it should have the support of 
every employer of labor in the country as well as the 
greatest measure of encouragement from the govern- 
ment.

It has been discovered in Verona, N. J., that an 
automobile can be used effectively as a butter churn 
and that the butter can be churned while the machine 
is speeding along the road in the performance of 
other duty. The discoverer is Warren Schelling, a 
chauffeur for Charles Spohr, a dairyman on the Jack- 
sonville turnpike. It is thought that within six months 
every dairy farm in that section of New Jersey will 
be churning butter by the auto process, and that 
Schelling will be hailed throughout the countryside as 
a great benefactor of womankind.

THE FORAMINOUS FIRE PLATE COVER. 


P. J. Mooney, Brazil, Ind., is sending out a folder 
describing and illustrating the well-known Foramin- 
ous Fire Plate Cover which is credited with making a 
heating stove heat four or five rooms which formerly 
only heated one. The foraminous fire plate cover is 
based on the principle that burning fuel hds an af- 
finity for oxygen, and will properly attract the quan- 
tity necessary for correct combustion if arranged to 
do so. The device is designed to be placed on the fuel 
bed. It has no other support and settles as the fuel 
settles, distributing the oxygen uniformly throughout 
the fuel, controlling, improving and promoting com- 
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bustion, and allowing a continuous inflow of fresh air 
at the bottom of the fuel bed, causing steady and in- 
creased radiation. It also protects the combustible 
gases from noxious vapors at the top of the fire by 
preventing the formation of space for the accommoda- 
tion of such vapors where combustion should be com- 
pleted. When used in a heating stove burning clean 
mine run soft coal, it permits the temperature of the 
fuel bed below the plate to go to a point where the 
combustible material is turned into gas, which burns 
in a blue or crimson flame above the plate in the 
stove. It is claimed for the foraminous fire plate 
cover that it increases the thermal efficiency of soft 
coal by consuming a large per cent of the volatile 
combustible matter of: which soft coal is so largely 
composed, and also by burning the greater part of the 
carbonaceous gases which usually escape by the ordi- 
nary method of burning fuel.

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STOVE MANUFACTURE .IN PHILADELPHIA. 


The stove manufacturing industry in Philadelphia 
is the subject of a lengthy article recently published 
in the Philadelphia Public Ledger. As going to show 
the extent of the stove industry in the Quaker City the 
following excerpts from the article referred to are 
here reprinted: 

“The industry of stove manufacturing~in Philadelphia, 
including in its several branches all varieties of house-warm- 
ing and cooking apparatus, is one of considerable magnitude. 
The manufacturing establishments located within the city 
limits employ, when running their full capacity, some 2,500 
operatives, and in addition to these establishments there are 
others located within 50 miles of this city which are repre- 
sented here by selling agents and which also turn out a large 
and varied product. 

“The business in Philadelphia had its beginnings almost 
70 years ago, and the growth of the industry, like that of the 
city which has been its home, has been steady and progres- 
sive. There are no establishments in the United States more 
completely appointed and more fully supplied with every 
known facility for the manufacture of their special product 
than the larger manufactories in this branch of industry in 
Philadelphia. 

“There is probably no other city that has so largely ap- 
preciated and used the better grades of heating and cooking 
apparatus as this City of Homes. For fully 40 years past 
it has been regarded as essential that every house erected in 
Philadelphia, even though it might not have more than four 
or five rooms, should be supplied with a proper system of 
heating and a cooking range, of good quality, the builder re- 
garding these as indispensable if a prompt sale of such a 
house is to be effected. 

“As may be inferred such of the product of this industry 
as finds a market within the city of Philadelphia itself con- 
sists largely of furnaces, ranges and hot-water and steam- 
heating appliances, and these goods form the larger part of 
the output. In addition to these, however, the stove foun- 
dries of Philadelphia have found a wide market outside of 
the city for what are termed portable goods namely, heating 
stoves in great variety, laundry stoves and cooking ranges 
and stoves of the portable class. Their market for these 
goods extends along the Atlantic coast, from Maine to Flor- 
ida, while a considerable portion of their product goes West. 
In the city of New York a large portion of goods of these 
kinds that are sold are manufactured in Philadelphia, and 
Philadelphia-made stoves are sold as freely in Chicago as in 
this city, while from Chicago westward to San Francisco 
the products of Philadelphia stove foundries will be found 
competing with the best Western makes. In the Southern 
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States, since the close of the Civil War, the sale of stoves 
and ranges made in this city has steadily grown in volume, 
and they are now regarded with the highest favor ‘in all parts 
of the Southeast of the Mississippi River. 

“Notwithstanding the tendency on the part of residents 
of New York to regard Philadelphia as of minor conse- 
quence, there are more goods of this character now sold in 
the city of New York by Philadelphia foundries than are 
sold in New York by the famous stove foundries of Albany 
and Troy, although the latter for many years almost monopo- 
lized that market. A gratifying growth of trade in the New 
England States is also reported by Philadelphia foundries as 
having occurred within the last few years, the goods made 
here appearing to be as well suited to the somewhat fastidious 
tastes of New England people as those made in the State of 
Massachusetts itself. 

“The conditions for the continuous and steady -progress 
of this branch of manufacture in Philadelphia were never 
more favorable than at the present time. The long continu- 
ance of the industry here has developed a class of mechanics 
who are excelled by none in their particular specialty. Cheap 
water freights from Southern iron furnaces and close prox- 
imity to Pennsylvania iron furnaces, whose product is unsur- 
passed for strength and durability, added to reasonable rates 
of freight for the finished product to all points of the New 
England, Middle and Southern States, combine to afford 
superior advantages to Philadelphia foundries. 

“The orders now being» received by Philadelphia stove 
manufacturers show a gratifying increase, indicating a steady 
recovery from the recent business depression. There is a 
general feeling among them that better times are nedr at 
hand. Increasing activity among all these foundries is re 
sulting in the employment of additional men and a rapid in- 
crease of their product. The opening of the fall trade finds 
them supplied with ample and varied stocks of the most 
modern design, produced under conditions which will enable 
them to compete in price with any goods made in this coun 
try.” 
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POST CARDS TO SHOW EVOLUTION OF 
IRON INDUSTRY. 





The S. Obermayer Co., Cincinnati, Chicago and 
Pittsburg, are about to commence the distribution of 
a series of twelve post cards, printed in a number of 
colors, portraying the important part that iron and 
steel have played in the history of the world, the ac- 
companying illustration showing, in reduced form, the 
first post ard of the series. This illustration shows 
Tubal Cain of Biblical fame making a crude spear. 
Cain is supposed to have been the first iron-worker 
and to have lived about 3500 years before the Chris- 
tian era. The second of the series depicts Pharaoh's 
chariots and tells of the part iron played at that time. 
In the third, Hiram of Tyre is shown casting the col- 
umns for King Solomon’s temple. These columns 
were 27 feet long, 4 feet 6 inches in diameter and 
weighed about 175 tons. The next shows the first 
iron plow in use, and illustrates man’s conquest of the 
earth when he first used the plow for tilling the soil. 
Coming further down the Romans are seen supreme in 
the world because of their knowledge of working in 
iron and bronze. Here the artist gives a vivid picture. 

“The Battle of the First Ironclads” is the title of the 
next picture, and here, too, the artist has used his 
skill in portraying war in all its hellishness. But the 
scene changes, and an excellent portrayal of the mod- 
ern steam engine is shown with all its possibilities. 
The progress of digging the Panama Canal is also 
shown. Greatly in contrast with the sixth picture of 
the series is that one depicting “The End of War,” in 
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which we find that modern engines of destruction like 
the “Dreadnought” are slowly making war suicidal.

The judges in THE AMERICAN ARTISAN’S hardware 
window display competition spoke very favorably of 
the display, shown in the accompanying photographic 
reproduction, made by W. S. Easeley, with the Jans- 
sen Hardware Co., Eureka, Cal. 

This window was arranged essentially for a tool 
display. The dimensions were 18 feet by 5 feet 6 
inthes. The background consisted of a series of sam- 
ple boards 3% feet by 3 feet in size; covered with black 
cloth. On these were arranged sundry small tools, 
such as nippers and pliers, brace bits, chisels and screw 
drivers, each board being confined to one line. The 
sample boards reached to the top of the back panel, 
above which was a line of plate glass, affording a 
clear view of the interior of the store. 
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used as a means for suspending a few light articles 


such as nickel-plated pocket levels, etc., in rows. Here 
and there thé background of the window was relieved 
with signs, one of which read as follows: “A Good 
Mechanic Wants a Good Tool; A Poor One Needs It.”

The wall end of the window was covered with black 
cloth to a height of about six feet, and on this a 
variety of hand saws were. arranged. Fronting the 
sample boards in the rear, a series of bench drills were 
arranged, and at intervals between these breast drills 
were fastened into the floor with drill attaehed. On 
some of the larger driils other tools were attached, and 
hung or laid on top. The whole gave the necessary 


‘raise to the rear display. Next in front was a light 


rack with two inclined planes descending from a 
raised center, and used as a support for heavy chisels 
and gouges, which were laid diagonally with the 
handles resting on the rack. Beneath these, the black 
covering on the floor was relieved by small tools with 
a bright surface. Next toward the front of the win- 
dow was placed a line of machinists’ taps and dies in 
sets, and the spaces between these were set off with 
various smaller tools, oil stones, slips, etc. 

The triangular end of the window was given over to 
machinists’ tools, steel tapes, etc. Suspended from the 
ceiling by a brass chain was a plate glass shelf, on 
which were displayed smaller tools. Suspended from 
the ceiling along the front were a number of plumb 
bobs, and further back some buck saws, mainly to re- 
lieve the vacant appearance when looking at the win- 
dow from across the street.. The buck saws were also

GRIFFITHS’ CHARCOAL IRON ROOFING. 


Griffiths’ Charcoal Iron Mills, Washington, Pa., are 
calling the attention of the trade to Griffiths’ charcoal 
iron roofing, which they say is identical, physically 
and mechanically with the old iron plates, being manu- 
factured from the raw materials in the same way and 
by the same method. In a booklet, which the concern 
is sending out this method is described as follows: 

The raw material is placed in an old-style open 
knobbling fire in layers, alternating with layers of 
charcoal made from selected hard wood. By the com- 
bustion of this fuel, and the efforts of the workman, 
who is known as a knobbler, the raw materials are 
reduced to the form of a ball, consisting of a spongy 
mass of almost chemically pure iron, but containing, 
mechanically held in the pores, a quantity of molten 
cinder or slag. This cinder must be removed, and in 
order to effect this separation, the ball, at the expira- 
tion of the knobbling process, is quickly taken to the 
anvil of a very large steam hammer. Here it is given 
a number of heavy blows, expelling the greater por- 
tion of the slag and forming the knobbler’s ball into a 
square block or cake of iron, which, however, still 
contains a small portion of the slag. In order to get 
rid of this impurity the block or “bloom” is heated to 
a white heat and again taken to the hammer for a 
second hammering, after which it is “roughed off” in 
the mill into a long slab, which is cut’ up into short 
lengths for piling. These short lengths, when piled 
and faggotted are again heated to a white heat, weld- 
ing the pile into a solid bloom, which is then “finished 
off” into tin bars in the bar mill. These bars are then 





rolled in the ordinary way into charcoal iron black 
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plate, which, being finished, is coated by means of the 
old-style palm oil process into Griffiths’ charcoal iron 
roofing.

FURNACE.

HARDWARE. 

It is as yet too early in the year to note any sudden 
changes in the conditions governing the hardware 
situation. The demand is still rather quiet, but it 
may pick up at any time, as dealers are not carrying 
very large stocks and may soon be compelled to come 
in and replenish. Salesmen for the jobbers and 
manufacturers report that retail stocks all over the 
country are still considerably below normal in vol 
ume, and, although the reduction in’ stocks was pri- 
marily due to the tightness of money last year and 
the disinclination to take unnecessary risks, the con- 
tinuance of this policy is ascribed to the promptness 
with which goods are now supplied from the mills. 
Generally at this time of the year, manufacturers an- 
nounce revisions of their prices, but this year there 
have been fewer changes than formerly, owing to 
the fact that revisions were carried on pretty con- 
tinuously during 1908. The market is still in a condi- 
tion which calls for conservatism in contracting for 
raw material and finished products, and the disposition 
of both merchants and manufacturers is to avoid pur- 
chasing beyond their actual requirements. 

During the week the volume of business in wire and 
wire products has been light, but decidedly hopeful 
views are held out regarding the future. Many in- 
quiries have been received by jobbers from nearby 
points.in regard to carlot prices of wire nails, but no 
large business has as yet developed. In cut nails the 
demand has been rather light, as is usual at this season 
of the year. Manufacturers of barb wire are looking 
forward to the spring demand from the South and 
the Southwest, as the commencement of a revival of 
business in this line. The present demand is light. 
Mills are looking forward to a good demand for plain 
wire and prices are well maintained. 

The base price of wire nails at the mill is $1.95 per 
keg. The jobbing price is $2 at the mill for full car 
loads, $2.10 at the mill for less than car loads and 
$2.40 out of store. The base price of cut nails at the 
mill is $1.80 per keg. The jobbing price is $1.85 for 
full car loads at the mill, $1.95 for less than car loads 
at the mill and $2.25 out of store. 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as fol- 
lows: Wire nails, jobbers’ car load lots, $2.18; re- 
tailers’ car load lots, $2.25; painted barb wire, job- 
bers’ car load lots, $2.28; retailers’ car load lots, $2.33, 
with 30 cents for galvanizing; plain wire to jobbers 
in car lots, $1.98, and to retailers in car load lots, 
$2.03.

TIN PLATE. . 


The leading tin plate producers in the Pittsburg 
district have business enough on their books to main- 
tain operations until April. It is estimated that the 
output of tin plates during 1908 was 475,000 gross 
tons, a decline of about 8 per cent, compared with 
1907. .No other branch of the finished steel industry 
did as well, unless it was the wire trade.

There is a somewhat easier market for ingot copper, 
and this has resulted in greater pressure to sell on the 
part of second-hand operators and speculative inter- 
ests. The attitude of the leading producers has not 
changed in any important particular, but outside 
operators are showing more eagerness to sell, both for 
spot and for future delivery. Consumers continue to 
show very little interest in the market, and it is hardly 
to be expected that they would be especially eager to 
contract for further supplies while their own business 
is showing so little improvement. In Europe, with 
the exception of the Amalgamated Company, all in- 
terests are offering from 10s to £1 lower than they 
were last week. Electrolytic is now offered at about 
£66, although one or two second hands are asking 
£66 5s. This is equivalent to about $14.30 to $14.35 
in Europe, or about $14.20 f. 0. b. New York. Of 
course it would be necessary to shade this price to 
make important sales for export. The London mar- 
ket has shown a substantial decline for the week, 
amounting to £1 13s 9d on spot and £1 IIs 3d on 
futures. The market for sheet copper is steady and 
unchanged, the base price being 19 cents. Yellow 
metal is firm, the quotations being 18 cents for di- 
mensions, 16 cents for sheathing and sheathing nails,

PIG IRON. 

The pig iron situation shows very little change from 
the December condition, though there is no anxiety 
being felt over the lack of activity. The foundry 
people have covered their needs pretty well for the 
first quarter, and the furnaces are well supplied with 
business for the same period. Therefore it is not 
strange that the present situation should be considered 
as normal. There is no doubt that an early renewal 
of buying would greatly encourage the trade, and that 
unless this renewal comes before long it will tend to 
weaken the market. Up to the present time, however, 
no such effect has been noticd, as the furnaces are 
not accumulating iron, with the possible exception of 
a few in the Virginia. district which have maintained 
a very firm position for severai months and have not, 
therefore, been able to dispose of their entire produc- 
tion, as they were not willing to let their iron go at 
the ruling quotations. At the same time, the foundry 
people are not accumulating iron, though deliveries 
are being steadily made on previous contracts. 

New business is of small dimensions, and princi- 
pally for spot iron, though occasionally an inquiry 
comes to hand for a good sized block of iron for for- 
ward delivery. The revised figures for the month of 
December give the total production of iron in that 
month as 1,740,898 tons, and the total for the year 
1908, 15,630,391 tons, against 25,312,703 tons in 1907, 
23,968,560 tons in 1906 and 22,062,492 in 1905. Not- 
withstanding the quiet tone, prices are very firmly 
held, and no change of importance is noted in any 
section North-or South. Alabama iron is still being 
quoted at $13.00@13.50 ton, f. o. b. Birmingham, 
with the bulk of the business still being’ done at the 
outside figures.

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report: “Quiet and steady, but with an increasing evidence of 
activity, characterizes the pig iron situation during the Jast 
week. The feature kas been the closing of a round tonnage 
of foundry iron which has been recently under negotiation. 

“The run of small orders for immediate consumption is 
fair. In the case of larger business, there is a tendency to 
shop around, without, however, complete satisfaction to in- 
tending purchasers, as prices are firm on all grades. 

“Some of the leading melters are making inquiry for a 
considerable period ahead, but with no definite indication that 
they will be inclined to buy at figures wanted by the manufac- 
turers for such deliveries. In almost every instance there is 
a Premium on second quarter and all deliveries after July. 

“Bessemer, basic and pipe making irons continue in fair 
demand. 

“Coke has been quiet and steady for contract require- 
ments of six months’ and year’s business. There has been a 
somewhat easier feeling as to spot shipments. This will prob- 
ably change now that the hard winter season has ai last made 
itself felt in most of the coke regions, and production will 
drop off.” 


SEEDS. 


The Leonard Seed Co., Chicago, says in its weekly report: 
“Seasonable weather has created seasonable conditions in the 
seed line, and this with price-lists in the hands of the buyer 
has steadied things considerably. 

“There is the usual demand for the staple varieties in 
Vegetable Seeds, and the supply at the present time is about 
equal to the demand. There seems to be little doubt in the 
minds of the posted ones, however, that this condition of 
things will not last long, and it is expected that serious short- 
ages in many of the staple articles will develop. 

“Planting in the South as far north as Central Mississippi 
is now well under way in Peas, Beans and Radishes, and 
Truckers are beginning to call on the local dealers for supply 
on all these varieties.

Burpee’s Stringless seem to be in shorter supply than 
some of the other green pods, as almost all growers are hold 
ing at about $4.00, with the Giant Stringless at $3.75. Ward- 
well’s apparently are in little better supply than some of the 
other wax sorts, as they are being held at about $4.50, where- 
as, last year they were held at from $5.00 to $5.25. 

Corn ranges from $2.75 to $3.50 bushel, according to va- 
riety and demand. 

Onion Seed should move pretty lively, as the price of 
onions has advanced materially during the past week—60 cts. 
being paid at the car door. Should the price go to $1.00 dur- 
ing the next month, it will mean a great deal to the seed 
dealer. Onion sets are in heavy demand with a general stit- 
fening of prices. The cold weather the past week has wor- 
ried the set shipper considerably, as below zero weather is 
very hard on this article while in transit, even though every 
precaution is taken and the shipment sent in the refrigerator 
car. In this connection it is well to state again that frost does 
not hurt the Onion Set if properly handled at the receiving 
end. The main thing to be remembered is to let them thaw 
out gradually, spreading them well on the floor or in crates, 
in order that the moisture may pass-off in a natural manner. 
Under no circumstances should a Set be put in a hot place 
after having been frosted. From the way inquiries are com- 
ing in on Onion Sets, it would seem as though the whole 
country was looking toward Chicago for its supply both for 
next year’s contract and the present supply.
